In addition 
a variety of rood quality and density based an varying levels or 
stages of regional cultural sad technological attainments is described. 

In addition, an exception where cultural and technological advarce has 
tended to offset the cau sa 3 . effects of topography is listed. 

In order to make this part of the introduction fit pence closely 
with the text which follows and to avoid raising questions of the type 
just raised, it is reccuaended that the sentence In question be rewritten 
along these lines: 

Partly because of the diverse historical development and 
the varying stages of cultural and technological attainments of the 
Yugoslav peoples, and eve n sore because of the variety of topograph within 
the country, the quality of the roads and the density of the road net 
vary greatly from place to place. 

2» Plages f to 11 describe the classes and surfaces of reels is 
Yugoslav ia. On page 15, next to last paragraph, the tens "surfaced with 
gravel" is introduced, this term doesn't appear in pages 9 to 11 except 
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inferential!? In the description of aacndealead roods, la the road 

on page 15 a nacrwaeieed rood or is it a new class of surface 
that should bo defined aloof with the other surfaces in pages 9 to 11? 

3. 9m Wan "hard surfaced” sad "aneadaalaad” appear in the flrct 
yaaagngh of the introduction. It scons to ne that it would be useful 
if the reader were referred at this point to that part of the report 
where these term are defined. 
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
